Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  j^ear 
ending  December  31st,  1920. 

.  Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

Population. — The  population  at  the  Census  in  1911 
was  1,879,  and  the  estimated  population  to  April  1st,  1921, 
for  birth  and  death  rate  calculation  is  1,833. 

The  actual  deaths  of  residents  numbered  24,  which 
includes  2  inward  transfers,  and  the  births  37,  so  that  the 
population  shows  an  increase. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the 
District. 

The  township  of  Shepley  has  an  acreage  of  1 ,247  acres, 
almost  two-thirds  of  which  is  under  cultivation.  This  gives 
employment  to  a  certain  number  of  its  population,  the 
majority  of  whom,  however,  are  employed  in  the  woollen 

mills. 

Births. — There  were  37  births  registered  during  the 
year,  16  of  these  being  males  and  21  females.  This  shows  a 
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large  increase  on  the  number  registered  during  1919,  which 
was  19.  This  gives  a  birth  rate  of  20.2  per  1,000  of  the  popu 
lation,  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  25.4. 

Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 
year  as  having  actually  occurred  in  the  township  was  22, 
and  to  those  must  be  added  2  inward  transfers.  These  were 
of  people  actually  belonging  to  the  township,  but  who  died 
and  were  registered  elsewhere — one  at  Dean  House  Work- 
house  and  one  at  Bradley  Lane  Nursing  Home,  Hudders¬ 
field.  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  13.1  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being 
12.4  per  1,000.

Infantile  Mortality. — As  there  were  3 

i  deaths  of 

children  under  1  year  and  the  number  of  births  was  37, 
this  gives  an  infantile  mortality  of  81.08.  The  infantile 
mortality  for  the  West  Riding  for  1919,  according  to  the 
report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  was  100,  and  the  esti¬ 
mated  rate  for  1920  for  England  and  Wales  is  80.

In  so  prosperous  a  district  poor  law  relief  is  not  much 
required.  The  Huddersfield  Infirmary,  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensaries,  and  the  Clinic  at  Kirkburton  are  all  taken 
advantage  of.  The  nurses  appointed  by  the  West  Riding- 
County  Council  afford  valuable  assistance  in  their  special 
work. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water.-  -The  greater  portion  of  the  water  supply  of 
the  district  is  provided  by  the  Huddersfield  Corporation, 
and  is  well  maintained  and  of  good  quality.  Parts  of  the 
village  are  still  supplied  by  water  from  wells.  The  quality 
of  this  water  in  each  case  is  good,  no  contamination  has  been 
observed,  and  the  supply  is  fairly  constant.  The  water 
supply  at  Dobroyd  has  been  attended  to  by  the  Council. 


Rivers  and  Streams. — There  is  only  one  small  stream, 
which  runs  through  the  centre  of  the  village,  and  no  con¬ 
tamination  has  been  observed. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Now  that  Dobroyd  is  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  already  existing  scheme  of  drainage  and 
sewerage  with  outfall  works  at  Cote  Close,  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  sewage  disposal  is  satisfactory. 


Closet  Accommodation. — There  are  4  privies  with  open 
middens  and  277  with  covered  middens.  The  number  of 
water  closets  is  70,  one  having  been  provided  for  old  property 
during  the  year. 

Scavenging. — A  system  of  monthly  scavenging  has 
been  adopted,  and  this  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  former 
method.  Thepc  are  some  tips,  but  the  disposal  is  mostly 
carried  out  by  the  farmers. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  District. — The  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  of  the  district  has  been  so  satisfactory  that  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspector  has  not  called  for  my  intervention  on  any 
occasion.

Sanitary  Inspector. 

An  effort  should  be  made  to  organise  the  Public  Health 
work.  Provision  of  an  office  and  telephone  for  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  are  absolutely  essential. 

I  should  like  to  add  to  the  above  that  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  should  be  provided  with  necessary  apparatus  for 
drain  testing. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  Controlled 
by  Bye-laws  and  Regulations. 

There  are  3  woollen  mills  in  the  district  and  several 
tailors’  workshops,  all  of  which  are  inspected  regularly  and 
found  satisfactory. 

Schools. — There  is  one  public  elementary  school  in  the 
district  of  modern  structure,  the  sanitary  condition  and 
water  supply  of  which  leave  nothing  to  be  desired.  There 
has  been  no  serious  epidemic  amongst  the  scholars,  and  I 
have  not  found  it  necessary  to  close  the  school  during  1920. 

Food. 

Milk  Supply. — The  quality  of  the  milk  produced  within 
or  imported  into  the  district  is  satisfactory.  One  case  of 
adulteration,  however,  came  under  our  notice. 

In  June  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  carried  out 
an  inspection  of  all  the  cowsheds  and  farm  buildings  in  the 
township  and  gave  necessary  instructions  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Act  in  regard  to  whitewashing  and  any  altera¬ 
tions  required.  The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders 
are  efficiently  administered.  No  action  has  been  necessary 
under  the  Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1919. 

Other  Foods. — Food  inspection  is  regularly  carried  out, 
and  no  action  has  been  necessary. 


There  is  1  slaughterhouse  and  3  butchers’  shops.  I  in¬ 
spect  the  meat  every  week,  and  the  quality  has  been  satis¬ 
factory. 


There  is  no  public  abattoir. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 

Infectious  Diseases  Generally. — During  1920  there 
were  a  number  of  cases  of  measles  which  mostly  occurred 
during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  but  no  other  disease 
showed  any  danger  of  becoming  epidemic.

The  two  cases  of  diphtheria  were  treated  at  home,  and  I 
administered  anti-diphtheritic  serum,  and  in  both  cases  a 
satisfactory  recovery  was  made.  The  case  of  scarlet  fever 
was  removed  to  the  Kirkburton  Isolation  Hospital. 

There  was  no  influenza  epidemic,  and  only  one  death 
was  registered  as  having  been  caused  by  influenza,  which  in 
this  case  was  complicated  by  pneumonia. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  in  regard  to  disinfection  are 
efficiently  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Pathological  Department  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  gave  me  valuable  assistance  in  bacteriological  ex¬ 
amination. 

Tuberculosis. — The  notification  of  tuberculosis  is  suc¬ 
cessfully  carried  out  by  the  medical  practitioners  in  the 
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district.  Five  cases  were  notified  as  suffering  from  this 
disease  during  the  year.  Of  these,  one  case  was  sent  to  a 
sanatorium,  and  the  others  have  all  taken  advantage  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. 

Small  Pox. — The  number  of  primary  vaccinations  per¬ 
formed  by  me  during  the  year  was  18,  and  there  were  no 
re-vaccination  •. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

As  stated  above,  a  number  of  cases  of  measles  occurred 
during  the  year,  but  by  the  end  of  August  they  had  practi¬ 
cally  disappeared,  and  from  then  till  the  end  of  the  year  only 
one  other  case  of  measles  occurred. 

There  is  no  organised  scheme  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  in  the  township  of  Shepley.  The  needs  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  in  this  respect  are  amply  provided  for  by  the  Clinic  at 
Kirkburton,  which  serves  the  surrounding  townships,  and 
by  the  services  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  Nurses 
in  their  various  capacities. 

Sanitary  Administration. 

1.  Staff. — There  is  one  Inspector  cf  Nuisances,  who 
also  carries  out  the  disinfection  of  houses. 

2.  The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Kirkburton  is  available 
for  patients  from  Shepley,  but  as  already  stated,  only  one 
case  was  removed  there  during  the  year. 


3.  All  the  Acts  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  are 
in  force,  and  no  local  acts  specially  applicable  to  the  district 
have  been  required. 

4.  The  Pathological  Department  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  also  of  the  Huddersfield  Infirmary  have 
been  utilised  freely  during  the  year. 

Housing. 

General  Housing  Conditions  in  the  District. — 
There  are  in  the  district  485  houses,  of  which  450  are  for  the 
working  classes.  No  new  houses  have  been  built  during  the 
year. 
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After  the  surveys  made  by  the  County  Council  Inspectors, 
a  Housing  Inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  ;  the 
result  of  this  inquiry  was  that  there  is  an  estimated  shortage 
in  the  district  of  39  houses. 

Last  year  the  Council  had  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  a 
number  of  houses  to  meet  the  shortage,  but,  so  far,  building 
operations  have  not  been  commenced. 

All  necessary  details  in  regard  to  housing  work  during 
1920  will  be  found  in  the  accompanying  Table  D. 

General  Remarks. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  during  the  period 
covered  by  this  report  is  quite  satisfactory,  and  the  various 
duties  which  fall  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Urban  District 
Council  have  been  efficiently  attended  to. 

The  housing  question,  which  has  assumed  such  im¬ 
portance  within  the  last  few  years,  will  no  doubt  be  dealt 
with  in  as  satisfactory  a  manner  as  possible.
